After approval by the Alabama Board of Nursing (ABN) and the Alabama Board 
of Medical Examiners (ABME), the CRNP certified as a Neonatal Nurse 
Practitioner is authorized to perform these procedures in an approved 
collaborative practice.  
 
As with all aspects of nursing practice, the Neonatal CRNP who lacks current 
proficiency is responsible and accountable for obtaining sufficient guidance, 
education or supervision as necessary for safe practice prior to performing a 
procedure authorized by the Specialty Protocol.
